I just finished reading, the tide-raising force of 
the sun on the waters of the earth is only about 
half that of the moon. What I would like to know 
and what I can’t figure out—is what the tide- 
raising effect of the sun and moon would be if 

their positions were somehow reversed in space.

Dear'H. T.: The tide-raising effect varies inversely 

as the cube of the distance to the attracting body. 

Accordingly, if the moon were as far away as 

the sun, its tide-raising effect would be 1-64 mil- 

lionth as much as it now is. Conversely, if the 

sun displaced the moon in space (of course, that 

is an impossibility; but we're assuming that. the 

sun would be condensed to a sufficiently small 

size, otherwise it would encompass the earth), the 

* sun’s tide-raising effect would then be 64 million 

times as great as it is now,

It absorbs and interprets such 
data as speed, position, etc., and automatically 
adjusts the fast-moving vehicle to a predetermined 
flight path. In other words, the craft has been 
instructed on where it is going, where it came 
from and how it got where it is.
